Quality of plot. theme. style. pace, characterization. and set- 
ting is essential for satisfying stories In addition. for the pic- 
ture-story book. the art—and its harmony with the text— 
is vital For nonfiction, accuracy, organization. timeliness 
clarity of presentation, and quality of writing and illustration 
need to be evaluated 


WHAT tS SELECTED AND FOR WHOM 


The books selected run the gamut from rhymes. concepts 
and picture-stories to adventure, fantasy. natural history, bi- 
ography, and science Books are selected for readers from 
the toddler stage to the teenage years Some are to be read 
aloud: some are for instruction, and some are for tun.
